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Planners will 
consider zoning 
for theme park

Grayling Township Planners 
will take a second look at a $161 
millton theme park proposed to 
be developed south of Grayling. 

The Grayling Township 
Planning Commission will meet 
at 7 p.m. on Tuesday, July 31 to 
hear a rezoning request from 
Axion Entertainment, the com- 
pany that plans to build a theme 
park called Main Street America 
Inc. on 1,800 acres of land Jocat- 
ed east of I-75 and north of Four 
Mile Road. The business is ask- 
ing township planners to re-zone 
the entire area into a planned unit 
development with various uses. 

Grayling Township planners 
approved the conceptual plan for 
Main Street America Inc. in 
May, a step required by 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) to have the 
property appraised for the poten- 
tial sale to the developers. 

In 2000, the DNR entered into 
a memorandum of understanding 
with Grayling area officials 
which made about 1,800 acres of 
land located east of 1-75 avail- 
able for industrial or commercial 
development. The pact with the 
state to develop the land is with 
the Crawford County Economic 
Development Partnership. 


In June 2006, Axiom 
Entertainment signed a memo- 
randum of understanding with 
the DNR, giving the company a 
two-year option to purchase the 
entire tract of Jand. 

Patrick Crosson, the project 
manager for Mainstreet USA 
Inc. has been presenting his 
plans to avea officials over the 
past couple of months. 

A portion of the park will cel- 
ebrate the nostalgia of Christmas 
year round and hope to make 
snow throughout the entire year. 
Developers have negotiated a 
deal with Brittney Ryan, the 
author of the book, “Holly 
Claus,” to use characters from 
the book in the theme park. 

“You have a lot of length and 
breadth of what you can do with 
the characters and what you can 
and can’t do with the park,” 
Crosson said. 

The development will begin 
with 75,000 square feet of retail 
space, with plans to have as 
much as 300,000 to 400,000 feet 
of retail space. 

“We know we have to create 
the demand for that retail space,” 
Crosson said. “We know we 
don’t have the market for that 
capacity today,”

While many people are tend- 
ing to vegetable and flower gar- 
dens this summer, about a half 
dozen Trout Unlimited members 
are performing annual mainte- 
nance on cedar trees planted 
along the AuSable River, 

Members of the Perrin 
Chapter of Trout Unlimited 
completed annual maintenance 
on 5] white cedar trees which 
were planted at the Guide’s Rest 
property in 2001. 

Guide’s Rest is a 40-acre par- 
cel of Jand located off of North 
Down River Road just west of 
Stephan River Road on the Main 
Branch of the AuSable River 
that is owned by Trout 
Unlimited. 

The cedars were planted in 
conjunction with Cedars of the 
AuSable, an organization found- 
ed by Howard Johnson, who 
owns property on the South 
Branch of the AuSable River. 
Over the past decade, thousands 
for cedar trees have been planted 
along the banks of the AuSable 
River and Manistee River. 

Cedar trees are vital because 
they provide shade for the river, 
help stabilize the river banks to 
prevent erosion and provide 
habitat for insects.

Walgreens store 
coming to Grayling

A Walgreens store will be built 
on the corner of the I-75 
Business Loop and M-72 East 
this fall. 


The City of Grayling’s ° 


Planning Commission approved 
plans for the drug store last 
month. 

Larry Campbell, a Madison 
Heights developer who has built 
70 Walgreens stores in the 
Midwest, said that he will close 
on the purchase of the property 
this fall, 

The store is expected to open 
in late March or early April. 

Campbell said that the store 
will be 13,650 square feet. 

The store will provide phar- 
macy services and sell consumer 
goods and grocery items. The 
store will have a drive-through 
canopy for pharmacy services. 

Campbell stressed that the 
store will not sell liquor, beer or 
lottery tickets. 

“Walgreens is convenience 
based and we're there to serve 
the customer,” he said. 

Campbell developed 
Walgreens stores in Houghton 
Lake and Gaylord. He said he 
was pleased to be bringing new 
business into Grayling. 

“Hopefully, the store will be a 
nice focal point coming into the 


community,” Campbell said. 
“[t’s nice to work with a commu- 
nity that wants to rejuvenate the 
community and embrace new 
businesses.” 

The existing building on the 
corner of the I-75 Business Loop 
and M-72 Rast, which houses 
Cornell Insurance and Coldwell 
Banker-Cornell Realty, will be 
demolished. 

Both businesses will stay in 
the community. 

Laurie Jamison, the owner of 
Coldwell Banker-Cornell Realty, 
said her agency will be relocated 
to a new location on M-72 West. 

Linda Northrop, owner of 
Corneil Realty, said she will 
announce the new location of her 
business in the coming weeks. 

The Walgreens store will 
employ 12 full-time employees 
and 17 part-time employees, said 
Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer. 

Thayer said he believes that 
the independent pharmacies in 
the community will be able to 
maintain their customers and 
stay in business. He added that 
the Walgreens store will likely 
create more competition 
between retailers for grocery 
items and consumer goods, 
spurring more discounted sale

Developers are negotialing a 
deal with Litle Tikes for a sep- 
arate area of the park designated 
for children and toddlers, where 
they will have their own roller 
coasters, arcades and games. 

A global positioning system 
will allow parents to track their 
children’s locations while they 
are in the park, 

“When you come in as four 
people, you have to leave as 
four people,” Crosson said, 

The project will include a 
water park that will feature rides 
such as the AuSable River Run 


and Jonah’s Adventure. The’ 


water park would be under an 
enclosure that would be opened 
during warmer months, and 
closed during the winter 
months. 

The park will feature a roller 
coaster dedicated to teaching 
youngsters about the assembly 
line and the development of the 
automobile industry. A_ roller 
coaster called “The Blizzard” 
will operate year round. 

A virtual gaming center will

allow 500 children to take part 
in competition and advance to 
various levels. 

An area of the park called 
USO Tour will feature a replica 
of a World War II aircraft carri- 
er. Pavilions will be dedicated to 
each branch of the armed serv- 
ices and their contributions to 
the freedoms we enjoy, Crosson 
said, 

The development will include 
a 225 acre campground, high 
end resort, a hotel and an out- 
door amphitheater. 

The theme park will include a 
100 acre working farm, which 
developers plan to contract with 
a university program to run. 

Developers are planning on 
using wind and solar energy to 
provide energy for the park, and 
as many as 150 university 
researchers will be locating in 
the cormmmunity to study alterna- 
tive energy, Crosson said. 

The park will create 2,000 
jobs, 700 which will be full- 
time positions. Some of the 
employees will be required to 
have college degrees to run the 
roller coasters. 

“These aren’t the carny bums, 
grease under the finger nails, 
cotter pin type of guys,” 
Crosson. “These are college 
educated guys.” 

Crosson said Grayling was 
one of five locations in 
Michigan and Ohio that were 
considered for the park's loca- 
tion. He said having 500 to 700 
acres of contiguous land located 
next to a major interstate was 
the main criteria used to select 
the site. Crosson said that devel- 
opers plan to utilize existing 
train tracks on the site to bring 


in guests from throughout the 
state. 

The developers are investing 
$60 million into the park. 

“We think we’re stepping up 
to the bar,” Crosson said. 

The waste water treatment 
plant and water distribution 
provider for the project, and 
alternative energy provider will 
be private investors in the devel- 
opment. 

The developers are also 
counting on the Michigan 
Department of Transportation to 
budget state funds to upgrade I- 
75 and Four Mile Road to han- 
dle the increased traffic. 
Crosson said that the park could 
draw up to 55,000 a day during 
the peak summer tourism sea- 
son. 

Crosson said that developers 
would be asking for tax breaks 
from the state and county on 
property taxes, but not on the 
investment or equipment and 
buildings for the theme park. 

“IT would not be a good neigh- 
bor or good developer if I bank- 
rupt you guys to develop the 
theme park,’ Crosson told the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners. 

While planning and zoning 
for the development are in the 
hands of the Grayling Township 
Planning Commission, a signifi- 
cant portion of the project lies in 
the hands of the Crawford 
County Board. 

Axiom Entertainment is seek- 
ing to bond between $5 and $7 
million through Crawford 
County to pay for infrastructure 
and electrical upgrades for the 
development. 

“You're the last piece - every- 


thing else is in place,” Crosson 
told the Crawford County 
Board, “Everything has to come 
to the table at the same time. If 


all the money is not there, we. 


won't start.” 


The developers has set a June 
2010 target date to have the 


theme park open for business. 

Paul Compo, the Crawford 
County administrator, said 
county officials and developers 
have had discussions about cre- 
ating a tax increment financing 
district, which would capture 
the increased tax revenue gener- 
ated by the project to pay off the 
bonds. 

Compo, however, stressed 
that the county is still in initial 


discussions regarding the pro-: 


posal. 

“These are very preliminary 
discussions, and there are a lot 
of things that have to happen,” 
Compo said. 


On the state’s end, Dave. 


Freed, chief of land and facili- 
ties for the DNR, said he has 
been meeting with developers 
and a request for the property 
appraisal has been sent out by 
his office. 

Freed said the appraisal 
should be completed by the end 
of August. His office will also 
be seeking correspondence from 
Grayling Township and_ the 
Crawford County Economic 
Development Partnership to 
ensure that the project meets all 
federal, state and local regula- 
tions, 

“There are details like that we 
hope to get by the end of the 
summer and we want to make 
sure we’re all on the same 
page,” Freed said . .-... 0 taun

The Crawford AuSable Soccer 
‘Association has operated for 11 
years and has taken leagues 
‘established by the Grayling 
‘Recreation Authority into the 
fold.

“With the one field out there, 


we have been cramped for 
space,” said Jerry Wells, presi- 
dent of the Crawford AuSable 
Soccer Association board. “For 
the amount of money we’re are 
paying to utilize that field, it’s 
making it cost prohibitive to 
keep offering sports for our kids 
in the community at a low cost.” 
' Anaverage of 250 youngsters 
are involved with the spring soc- 
cer program, while about 117 
boys and girls are registered for 
the fall teams.

The soccer association ts 
seeking to develop fields on the 
property located between the 
new Animal Shelter of Crawford 
County and the mud bog pit at 
the fairgrounds.

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THE MICHIGAN legislature is back 
in town {© continue its usual wrestle with 
the annual state budget, 

The new fiscal year starts October 1, 
and decision-makers in Lansing have 
less than three months to agree on solu- 
tions that have escaped them for several 
years in how to make ends meet. 

At last look, it appeared next year’s 
anticipated deficit could be $1.6 billion 
dollars or so; nobody is quite certain. 

It seems like only yesterday all the 
competing factions in the state capitol 
reached accord on two parts of the 
money problem. 

Agreement to balance the rapidly 
expiring 2006-07 fiscal year budget was 
reached with $800 million or so in what 
an earlier Almanack described as “a 
rickety package of cost cutting, account- 
ing gimmicks, selling off the future, 
delaying payments, and other financial 
magic.” 

' New laws were adopted to replace 
about $2 billion for next year lost by last

year’s repeal of the Single Business Tax - 


with a new package of business taxes, 
cuts and shifts. 

Everybody was happy .... well, almost 
everybody .... and it seemed amity 
among involved partisans would contin- 
ue into solving the next budget problem, 
Some folks even expected agreement on 
& modest tax hike as part of the overall 
deal. 

But apparent amity proved short-lived, 
partisan carping between Democratic 
Gov. Jennifer Granholm and state senate 
Republicans has begun anew, and it’s 
back to who can cut more costs and 
patch the budget hole with no new taxes. 

And all in less than 90 days. It won’t 
be easy. 

ADDING TO BUDGET problems is 
that for years, the legislature has gone at 
the task of writing a budget in exactly 
the wrong way. 

The approach lawmakers follow is to 
figure out how much money the state 
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has, and then figure out how to spend it. 

That’s the wrong way to operate gov- 
ernment. 

The right procedure is to decide first 
what the government should do, and 
then find the money to do it. 

Government is created to provide ser- 
vices to people — protection, education, 
health services, welfare to the needy ... 
things like that. 

Government is established to do for 
people what they cannot do for them- 
selves, either alone or together with oth- 
ers, That’s not an original thought, but it 
is true. 

So the right approach is (1) determine 
what people need from their govern- 
ment, (2) establish how to fill these 
needs, and then (3) find the resources to 
pay the costs. 

We have been doing it backwards. We 
have counted up the money first, and 
then forced the programs to fit within the 
money. We decide how much money we 
have, and then we find ways to’spend it, 
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and the people are getting shortchanged. 
* * *# 

MICHIGAN UNIVERSITIES right 
now are taking the other approach. 

When state dollars to higher education 
were cut as recently as last month, uni- 
versities found gaping holes in their bud- 
gets. So each school inspected its pro- 
grams, studied its missions, and deter- 
mined the dollars needed to conduct its 
operations in ways it deemed necessary. 

When the state pulled the rug out from 
under their spending plans for next year, 
every university in Michigan (so far, at 
least) agreed to find more money to do 
its job, sadly to go to the consumers ~ 
that is, students — for more money 
through tuition increases. 

It would be refreshing to see state gov- 
ernment use the same approach — needs 
first, finances next. 

The education dilemma, incidentally, 
belies the predominant legislative dic- 
tum that state spending must not cause 
new taxes. Even spending cuts cost 
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somebody money. 

A tuition increase is a tax ina different 
form. What’s the added hundreds of dol- 
lars a college student — or the student’s 
family - must pay for tuition if not a tax 
increase? 

Have you looked at your auto registra- 
tion fee lately? It’s higher. Or the cost for 
registering each year as a Michigan cor- 
poration? For many years the fee was 
$15; for the past few years it has been 
$25. That’s small potatoes perhaps, but 
it’s another cost increase, even if it’s not 
technically a tax, 

In all of government, the fundamentaf 
decision which should come first is this: 
What should government properly do for 
the people? 

Once that’s decided, then the duty of 
the public decision makers is to find the 
resources to pay for it.

He said that the hotel will be 
introducing a few upgrades to go 
along with the new name. 

“Nothing structural. It will be 
mostly cosmetic changes,” said 
Sinith, 

All guest rooms, as well as the 
pool and saloon areas, will get 
new carpeting and furniture. 
These upgrades are expected to 
be finished by September 2008. 

Smith said that these are the 
kinds of improvements — that 
guests like to see.

Trout Unlimited 
members maintain 
cedar trees

» Cedar seedlings that are 
planted along the river are cov- 
ered with a three-foot enclosure 
since white tailed deer munch 
on the trees and can kill them 
olf when they are young. After 
about five years, the enclosures 
are replaced with six foot encto- 
sures. The enclosures will even- 
tually be removed when the 
trees reach 12-feet tall, when 
deer can browse on the trees, 
but will not be able to snip off 
the tops. 

At the Guide’s Rest property, 
13 of the 5] cedar trees are 
being protected by the six foot 
enclosures, 

Members of the Perrin 
Chapter performed annual 
‘Maintenance on the trees in 
June, weeding out competing 
‘vegetation for the trees, check- 
ing the enclosures and watering 
ihe trees. 

“It may take 50 years, but 

eventually they will grow, pro- 
duce their own offspring and 
will provide shade for the river 
‘and habitat for the insects,” said 
Greg Bovee, a member and past 
‘president of the Perrin Chapter 
of Trout Unlimited. 
/ A couple of high school stu- 
‘dents helped the — Trout 
Unlimited members with the 
‘maintenance. 

“They dug right in and helped 
‘us oul, which was a big help,” 
‘Bovee said. 

The Cedars for the AuSable, 
‘which ts run through the Upper 
‘AuSable River Preservation 
Association, recently informed 
AuSable River and Manistee 


River property owners of the 
upcoming fall planting. Cedar 
trees and enclosures will be 
available to the private property 
owners for planting — in 
September. 

In addition, five non-profit 
conservation organizations will 
plant trees along the Mason 
Tract, a renowned stretch of 
trout fishing stream on the 
South Branch of the AuSable 
River. 

This is the fourth year of a 
five year cedar planting project 
along the Mason Tract. 

Property owners who need 
six foot enclosure for trees that 
have reached four to six foot in 
height can obtain the lager 
enclosures at McLean’s Ace 
Hardware, which stores the 
enclosures for the initiative. 

“They have been just tremen- 
dously helpful with the project,” 
Johnson said, 

Cedars of the AuSable mem- 
bers will also be performing an 
inventory on the trees that have 
been planted to track their 
growth and survival rates. 

“They are all not going to 
survive and they all are not 
going to reach maturity and 
that’s why we’re doing this 
inventory,’ Johnson said. 

Johnson said that he is appre- 
ciative of Huron Pines, the 
Michigan Department — of 
Natural Resources and non- 
profit groups and businesses 
that have helped make Cedars 
for the AuSable a success. 

“We have been really fortu- 
nate and it’s worked ‘out really 
well,” Johnson said.

Starting this winter, kids who 
work hard at school will have the 
opportunity to play hard at 
Hanson Hills, thanks to a pro- 
posal recently passed by the 
Grayling Recreation Authority 
(GRA) board of directors. 

Any student from the 
Crawford AuSable School 
District who Jands on the all A 
honor roll for the first trimester 
this fall will be eligible to 
receive a free season ski pass for 
the 07/08 season. This pass 
applies to both the downhill and 
cross country courses. 

“It’s just one of those things 
where we celebrate the kids who 
put the effort in,’ said GRA 
board member Brad Wagner, 
who ts also a teacher at Grayling 
Middle School. 

Hanson Hills program director 
Joni Dunckel agreed that the new 
program is to everyone’s benefit. 

“It’s awesome. It gets the kids 
out here to use a great facility 
and it also gives the kids an 
incentive to do a little bit better 
in school,” said Dunckel. 

To receive their free season 
pass, students simply need to 
present a copy of their all A tran- 
script to Hanson Hills manage- 
ment staff. 

Hanson Hills has other new 
programs in place as well, 
including price cuts for local tax- 
payers, ensuring that area resi- 
dents are rewarded for support- 
ing the GRA. The new season 
pass pricing system is as follows: 

Family nordic (cross country) 
is $85 for Crawford County resi- 
dents and $125 for non-resi- 
dents. Individual nordic is $40 
for residents and $60 for non- 
residents. 

Family alpine (downhill) ts 
$235 for residents and $275 for 


non-residents. Individual alpine 


’ is $85 for residents and $125 for 


non-residents. 

“The people that pay the taxes 
should get a break,” said Wagner. 

Lastly, Hanson Hills is now 
allowing anyone age eight or 
younger in free when they are 
accompanied by an adult. This 
and the good grade incentive 
program are firmly geared at 
kids, who Wagner says are the 
lifeblood of Hanson Hills. 

“The more kids we can get 
skiing, the better off we are,” 
said Wagner. 

He noted that while adults 
tend to be interested in larger 
resorts, Hanson Hills serves as a 
safe and local resource for intro- 
ducing kids to one of Northern 
Michigan’s signature sports. 

“We always realized that 
Hanson Hills is a great place to 
learn how to ski,” said Wagner. 
“It’s in your backyard.”

renew,” ee said. “This 
last spring was a good time to 
explore opportunities for a new 
venue for the basketball pro- 
gram.”

The proposed Contract is for the purpose of acquiring, constructing, financing and operating a 
sewage disposal and collection system, as well as all other necessary and related improvements (the 
“Project”), in conjunction with the Township of Lyon in Roscommon County, to serve the property com- 
monly known as “Camp Curnalia”. To undertake the Project, the Township and the Township of Lyon 
recently established the Authority pursuant to the Municipal Sewage and Water Supply Systems Act, Act 
233, Public Acts of Michigan, 1955, as amended. 


The proposed Contract between the Township and the Authority would: (A) authorize the Authority 
to acquire, construct, finance and operate the Project, in conjunction with the Township of Lyon; (B) 
authorize the Authority to issue bonds (the “Bonds”) in an amount NOT TO EXCEED Six Million Five 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($6,500,000), in one or more series, to pay the costs for constructing and

The Contract will be payable primarily from special assessment revenues to be assessed by the 
Township against, and collected, from properties that will benefit from the Project, and will be payable in 
not more than forty (40) annual instaliments. The Township will pledge such special assessment rev- 
enues, and make annual installment payments, to the Authority, which will use a portion of those rev- 
enues for the repayment of the Authority’s Bonds and a portion for the operation of the Project. 


In addition, the Township is authorized pursuant to the Municipal Sewage and Water Supply Systems 
Act to pledge its full faith and credit to the Authority pursuant to the Contract.
